A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

Somebody who remembers things of the 
past, contributes tho following to the 
colunmn of the Erie Dispatch : 

I propose now to give an instance in 
which a human being was shipwrecked mi 
Lake Erie, remained in the water live days, 
and was finally rescued alive. In the 
autumn of 18:".'*. Captain Gilman Appleby, 
of Conncaut, Ohio, was captain and pare 
owner of the schooner New Connecticut. 
A steamboat was then being built at Con- 
neaut (the North America), of which Cap- 
tain Api leby had charrro and was for many 
years her master. An aunt of his, then re- 
siding at Black Hock, bolow Buffalo, was at 
Erie on a visit, staying with a brothor who 
was then a resident of tho town. The lady 
went to Conr.euut in company with a 
nephew to visit her brother there. After 
remaining- for some time she became ex- 
ceedingly anxious to get home. Captain 
Appleby, who was busy with the steamboat, 
endeavored to dissuade his aunt from taking 
tho home journey until he should be going 
out with his vessel, when he would take 
her homo. His efforts in that direction, 
however, were unavailing, and he had her 
taken on bnnrd the sebnonpr to go to fliif. 
falo in charpe of the crew. The vcsel 
being light and the time of the year August 
'he captain had entire confidence in the 
•ibility of the crew to manage the craft 
and land his relative safe at her destination. 
Everything passed off quietly until after lb.:) 
vessel parsed Erie, when a sudden squall 
struck ana rolled her over upon her side, 
when she nearly filled with water, but con- 
tinued to float. The crew, lowering the ves- 
sel's yawl, jumped in and pulled for the 
ihore, leaving the woman in the c ibiu. as 
they supposed, drowned. Tho party lauded 
at or near Portland, Chautauqua County, N. 
Y. , and made their way as best they could 
back to Conncaut. Three days after the 
accident. Captain Wilking, of the steam- 
boat William Peacock, in coming down from 
Detroit was besought by Captain Appleby 
to board the wreck, if ho saw it, and if 
possible to get the body of his aunt out of 
ihe cabin, and convey it to Buffalo. Cap- 
tain Wilkins discovered the disabled vessel 
drifting down the lake, and after coming 
alongside, Capt. William Kenton, then first 
mate of the Peacock, boarded the wreck 
and made search. The schooner lay upon 
her Bide, and, to all appearances, was full 
of water. A pole was employed, and it 
was supposed every part of the cabin was 
touched, and as no object in the shai e of a 
human body was felt, the conclusion was 
reached that the remains had floated out of 
tho cabin into the lake, hence further 
search was given up. Two days after- 
wards Captain Appleby came down with 
facilities to right the schooner and tow hei 
into the nearest port, the drowned woman's 
son being along to assist in the recovery of 
tho body. The vessel was finally righted, 
and when the cabin door had nearly reached 
a level position, the woman walked through 
the water and came up tho stairs upon 
deck. She was caught by Captain Apple- 
by and supported, while her son wept and 
sailors screamed. Five days and nights 
had she been in the water, while a portion 
of the time jhe was up to her armpits: 
She could not lie down, and what sleep she 
got was in that position, and all the food 
she had was a solitary cracker aad a raw 
onion, which floated on the water. Sho 
stated that after the vessol capsized and 
was abandoned by tho crew, she found her- 
self alone in water waist deep. The cabin 
door was open but the Hood was two feet 
above it and tho sea made constant changes 
in her position. When Captain Wilkins 
stopped she could hear the boarding party 
talk and walk on the vessel, and although 
sho used her voice to the utmost to attract 
attention she could not make them hear.

WILL GREAT BRITAIN 
INVADED? 



BE 



The middle-aged reader can readily 
recall the excitement that pervaded all 
classes in Great Britain about twenty - 
fotr years ago — shortly after Cherbourg 
was fortified and constituted a naval 
and military arsenal. The new depot 
of war materiel was said to menace 
England ; to bo designed as a starting 
point or depot for the invasion of the 
" tight littlo isle " by the armies of 
Napoleon HI., who sought to avenge 
the defeat and exile of Napoleon I. 
The feeling of insecurity was wide- 
spread. It was shared by the Govern- 
ment of the day, and although events 
as they developed themselves showed 
that Napoleon III. 'a plans in place of 
treing warlike contemplated the peace- 
ful capture of the mnrkets of Groat 
Britain through the medium of a com- 
mercial union, the Mother Country has 
to thank the apprehension she then 
felt for the organization of her present 
efficient volunteer corps. Organized to 
repel an anticipated invasion the corps 
is aow relied on as one of the arms of 
the country's defence, and in case of 
emergency would compare favorably 
with the regular army. Since the 
Cherbourg panic, nothing was heard of 
an invasion of England until a few 
months ago, when Paris club gossips 
revived the wild project and freely dis- 
cussed its practicability. However ab- 
surd the suggestion may appear to 
thinking people, its feasibility is claim- 
ed by those with whom the wish is 
father to the thought. France, they 
reason, cannot exist without Alsace and 
Lorraine j and Germany will never 
surrender those provinces without com- 
pensation. Where will Fatherland seek 
that compensation 1 In the annexation 
of Holland, with all those magnificent 
Dutch colonies for which — say the 
chauvins — her soul is sighing in order 
to make her at one stroke a great mari- 
time nation. These 20,000,000 Asiatic 
subjects would set the Gorman empire 
on a level with Great Britain, and 
would open out scope for the energies 
and imaginations of the German peo- 
ple. Great Britain, they say. would 
object, and France by her close proxi- 
mity to England, her equality of power 
on the sea, and her superiority on land, 
and, abovo all, by her vastly superior 
engineering, could render Great Bri- 
tain powerless to stand in the way of 
any desired expansion of the German 
empire. When the present prime min 
ister at St. Stephens was nothing more 
than the author of "Tancred" he ex- 
pressed himself much in the same 
strain, "In presence of steam and the 
tools invented by modern science the 
Straits of Dover become nothing more 
than a mere ditch, from which it will 
be an easy task to exclude the British 
navy." So said Mr. Disraeli, and, 
filling out the draft plan thus laid down, 
the chauvins say : — Once prevent the 
navy from taking part in the struggle, 
and victory must follow the biggest 
battalions. So that England, who still 
refuses to adopt the military system of 
the rest of Europe, has naught to pro- 
tect her but the old prejudices, quite as 
dangerous to rely upon as the confi- 
dence that France displayed in the an- 
cient fortifications by Vauban. It can 
not bo denied that an invasion of Great 
Britain would be the most expensive 
national adventure ever undertaken. 
But every siege, they say, lias been 
successful, and the victory has always 
remained with the besieger, provided 
his resources can hold out long enough. 
The method of undertaking the task is 
already invented. But it is not to bo 
supposed that all this "talk talk" or 
gasconade would be suffered to proceed 
without attracting some attention in 
England, where it is laughed at as 
too absurd for discussion ; and, indeed, 
the lately-cemented alliance of Germany 
with Austria, indicates that the former's 
sympathies are not with her French 
neighbor, and that no matter how much 
she may hunger for Dutch territory 
she is not disposed to surrender Alsace 
and Lorraine to purchase the active co- 
operation or armed neutrality of France 
should a war with England be the out- 
growth of her land greed. One English 
paper, however, has taken the matter to 
heart and discusses the project an serieux: 
"When we see," says the writer, "in a 
periodical well accredited by the French 
people, popular with all classes and 
considered trustworthy in its views, an 
opinion so confidently expressed ns this, 
we may be pardoned for feeling dis- 
quietude at our own s»curity and for 
being startled into the desire of start- 
ling others sufficiently to cause a gen- 
eral determination among our politi- 
cians to defeat the scheme; a rivalry 
among our engineers to oppose it, and 
a universal combination among the 
people to defend their coast from an 
enemy who would seek to annex the 
British Islands to the very country from 
which they would vastly prefer "to be 
even more separated still. Let us re- 
member that science has no political 
opinion and that to secure the triumph 
all parties would be united."

The income tax of Great Britain, ac- 
cording to a parliamentary return just 
issued, was charged last year on a total 
of §000,000,000. This shows an in- 
crease of §5,770,000 over the previous 
year. The number of porsons paying 
the tax was 397,570, being an incrcaso 
of 15,778 over the number in 1877. It 
would seem that there are 1,487 per- 
sons whoso incomes are assessed be- 
tween §4,500 and §5,000, while be 
tween §5,000 and §10,000 there aro 
12,403; under §15,000, 3,860; under 
§20,000, 1,824; under §25,000, 980; 
under 50,000, 1870 ; under §250,000, 
994 ; over §250,000, 90. 

The following is the statement of the 
Italian merchant marine as it exists fit 
present: — The number of sailing and 
steam vessels, which was 10,893 at the 
end of 187C, has fallen to 8,590 in 
1878—8,458 sailing vessels of 906,327 
tons, and 152 steamers of an aggregate 
tonnage of (13,030 tons. But, of the 
8,4 3S sailing vessels, (i, 448 aro of less 
than one hundred tons, and 2,500 of 
these are mere fishing boats. The grand 
mercantile fleet is composed of only 
2,000 vessels, of which but 364 mea- 
sure more than 600 tons, and only 19 
exceed 1,000 tons. The building of 
new vessels is, of course, on tho decline 
under the present conditions. In 1S7G, 
vessels of a tonnage of 70,022 were 
built ; in 1S7S, only 29.968 tons. The 
tonnage of native-built steamers fell 
from 2,427 tons in 1875 to 79 tons in 
1878. 

At a village in the extreme north of 
the county there has been considerable 
excitement at the visit of a man well 
known us a "white witch." A. small 
fanner of the parish had been under 
the impression that he had been be 
witched by a relative; the consequence 
was that ill-luck attended him, and 
being ignorant enough to believe that 
there was no other remedy, he went of!

is an herbalist and a vendor of a medi- 
cine for all the diseases of humanity. 
Nothing less than a journey from 
Exeter to the benighted spot would 
demonstrate who it was that held the 
spell and release the victim of it. Hie 
"white witch" and his patient accord- 
ingly proceeded to the house of the 
hitter where a peculiar ceremony was 
performed. Upon an ordinary plate 
was placed a mixture of incense which 
was lighted and burnt, and whilst it 
was being consumed the greatest silence 
prevailed, except on the part of the 
"witch," who went through a sort of 
incantation. Those present had been 
told that if anyone spoke while the in- 
cense was burning (this lasted several 
minutes), the whole ceremony would be 
of no effect and have to be repeated. 
The wife of the farmer pooh-poohed the 
whole thing, spoke and left; and the 
ceremony was repeated in her absence. 
The "white witch" was not able to 
satisfy his patient then, and said that 
in order to do so it would be necessary 
for him to take a second journey to 
the house, when perhaps he would have 
to stop a week, and the whole of that 
time he would have to live on beef, as 
he never ate any other food when away.

Victoria Firo Dopartmont. 

The Chief Engineer's annual report 
read at tho meeting of the City Council 
last Wednesday evening states that the 
Department consists of three companies, 
as at the date of his last report, viz., two 
engine companies and one hook and lad- 
der company with a total of 177 active- 
members. The apparatus in possession of 
the difforonl companies consists of two 
steam engines, two hand engines, four 
hose carts, one hook and ladder truck 
with necessary equipments, one bucket 
truck earring 14 buckets and one Babcock 
tire extinguisher, 1000 feet of Canadian 
carbolized lioso in fair condition, lOoOfeet 
of American made carbolized hose, which 
has been in sorvico for a long timo and is 
now unable to withstand tho pressure 
from the steam engines, but will bo of 
service for a short time longer if only 
used for tho hand engines. The property 
is distributed rtmongs! the several com 
panics as follows: Deluge Engine Co., 
with a complement of 05 members, hns 
one steam engine, one hand engine, two 
hose carts and 1050 feet of carbolized 
hose. The Tiger Engine Co. , with GO 
members, lias a steam engine, a hand en- 
gine, two hose carts and 1000 feet of car- 
bolized hose. The Union Hook and Lad- 
der Co. , with 52 members, lias a truck 
carrying four ladders, 7 hooks, 8 nxos, 2 
saws, 1 crow-bar and 2 tormentors. This 
company also has spare ladders, an ex- 
tension ladder, 1 bucket truck carrying 
14 buckets and a Babcock extinguisher. 
During the year covered by the Chief 
Engineer's reports 17 fires occurred and 6 
falso alarms were sounded. The estimat- 
ed loss by tire is about $130, 000, the 
greater portion of which was covered by 
insurance. Tho Chief Engineer refers 
tho Council to the recommendation in his 
last report with respect to a hydrant 
being placed on the corner of Fort and 
Douglas streets and also suggests that a 
more suitable location for the engine 
house of tho Tiger Co. be selected. Tho 
present building is in bad repair and two 
small for housing tho apparatus of tho 
company.

On tho 7th inst. , at San Francisco, 
General .Grant went out for a drive, visit- 
ing among other places the sub-treasury 
and custom house, and at 3 o'clock left 
the city with Senator Sharon whose guest 
ho was at Belmont.

Miller 
placed at Gen. Grant's disposal. The St. 
Paul has boon refitted for the convenience 
of the distinguished guest and his friends.

Municipal Bylaws. 

On motion of Coun. Mansell the City 
Council has issued orders for tho printing 
of the following extracts of Municipal 
Bylaws, with instructions to the police to 
take proceedings agains t persons violating 
them:

No person shall ride or drivo through 
the public streets of the city at a pace ex- 
ceeding six miles an hour. 

No person shall throw, or causo to be 
thrown, on any footpath, sidewalk, street 
or any public placo within tho city limits 
any rubbish, filth or offal of any kind. 
No person shall allow his horse to ro-

j streets or public places of the city with- 
out having the same securely fastenod to 
I a post or block of metal weighing not less 
I than 351bs. , or leaving some person in 
| charge of the animal. 

No person shall discharge any guns or 
pistols, cannon, crackers or fireworks of 
any kind within the city limita. 

No person shall unreasonably or cruel- 
ly beat or otherwise injure any horse or 
animal. 

No person shall back any wagon, cart, 
dray or other vehicle against any footpath 
or sidewalk. 

No person shall placo on tho streets or 
on the sidewalks any barrel, halo, crate 
or any other obstruction which may be 
considered a luiisanco by the Mayor and 
Council, or by tho Street Committee

— It is under- 
stood in Liberal circles here to-day that 
Mr. Chauveau, seeing tho improba- 
bility of a coalition being formed, is 
prepared to return to his allegiance 
to Mr. Joly. The impression is now 
that there will be a dissolution of the 
House at an early date. 

Barrie, Sept. 25. — This morning 
about 8 o'clock, whilst John Huggard, 
of Painswick, was taking breakfast at 
the Wellington Hotel along with a 
friend, he was observed to have some- 
thing in his throat which ho could not 
swallow. Ho was at onco removed to 
another room and a doctor sent for, 
who immediately attended and passed 
a tube down his gullet into the stomach, 
and opened his wind-pipe, but found 
hardly any obstruction. Deceased was 
then pulseless, though he gasped 
faintly and soon died. A coroner's in- 
quest was held at 11 a.m., when after 
hearing evidence the jury returned a 
verdict that the deceased came to his 
death by suffocation, caused by some 
unknown cause. After the jury had 
been discharged tho Coroner and Dr. 
McCarthy opened the wind-pipe of the 
deceased, and discovered a largo piece 
of beef unchewed, which showed the 
cause of death.

Russia Arming for a Llfo and Death 
Strogg-lo—Its Army of 
3,000,000. 

[From I.« Messanjror lie Velnne,] 

Russia is at this moment in the 
midst of great military preparation^. 
Her arsenals arc day and night at 
work, Private letters, that come 
from perfectly trustworthy sources, 
tell us that she has already a store of 
guns and ammunition sufficing for 3,- 
000,000 of men. Moreover, in a single 
year she has cast no less than twenty- 
five hundred cannons on a model 
newly introduced from England. 
Against whom are these preparations 
leveled, Are they at Austrian Hun- 
gary? One is tempted for an instant to 
believe that the Russians mean to 
bring at once to a head the issue which 
is certain to rise between them and 
the Hapsburg dynasty, with reference 
to the limits of their respective spheres 
of activity in the East, But, if our news 
be true, the sentiment which really go 
vernstheni is ono of jealousy toward Ger- 
many, whose influence in Europe they 
view with distrust, Prince Gortscha- 
koff cannot forgive himself for having 
with his own hands pushed the Iron 
Chancellor to power and having put 
within his grasp the incredible successes 
of to-day. Prince Bismarck, on the 
other hand, believes that his work 
would be incomplete unless he conquer- 
ed the Baltic Provinces. Thus the two 
great statesmen, allies in tho past, 
rivals in the present, are linked by this 
common hope — that of creating a pow- 
erful division in a foreign country one 
may contend with the Socialism of Ger- 
many, the other with the Nihilism of 
Russia. That is the duel which is 
now in the air, as surely as was that 
of France and Germany after Sadowa. 

Objections to Ha-waiian Reciprocity. 



New York, Sept. 30. — A Washing- 
ton special says: ''The Louisiana sugar 
planters have renewed their complaints 
against the treaty with the Hawaiian 
islands. It is claimed that not only 
the products of Kalakaua's kingdom 
are admitted into this country, under 
that instrument, free of duty, but that 
cane growers in other parts of the 
world have taken advantage of it to 
the injury of American, producers. 
Allen, the insular chief justice, who 
negotiated the treaty, is interested in 
the trade, and is supposed to have made

Mr. Beaven has been playing one of 
those peculiar little games for which he 
is celebrated. All's fair in love, war 
and politics, and, although sensitive 
people may wince, Mr. Beaven is quite 
justified in tho action he has taken. 
Our indolent little Premier has found 
it very convenient to throw all the 
work on the shoulder of Mr. Beaven 
and tho latter has willingly accepted 
the task. He has by this means made 
himself a power that defies now all the 
efforts of the Premier and the rest of 
the party to resist. The first instance 
in which tho true state of affairs began 
to dawn on the minds of Walkem and 
his followers was in this swing-bridgo 
business. In caucus, at which Mr. Wil- 
son has shown, tho wholo party wcro 
favorable to the expenditure of the 
$4,500 on a swing bridge except Mr. 
Beaven, who "dissented." [This is an 
error. Mr. Beaven, in the party caucus, 
assontod to the bridge project. It was 
at a long-subsequent caucus of City 
members that he dissented. — Ed. Col.] 
But tho fact of his dissenting gave no 
uneasiness to the rest of the party; lie 
was only ono, and then, had they not 
the Premier with them?. How little 
they knew of Mr. Beaven, and how 
completely they wero deceived in the 
power of Mr. Walkem ! There was a 
timo when Mr. Walkem had all the 
power in his own hands; when his 
threatening to resign was enough to 
cow tho boldest of his followers; but 
that was before the octopod Beaven 
had wound his tentacles round him and 
rendered him powerless. The members 
of the caucus above alluded to were 
under the delusion that tho $-1,500 was 
to be applied as originally desired, 
when their attention was called to the 
now approaches to the public school 
being constructed. Enquiries soon re- 
vealed the fact that the work was un- 
dertaken and ordered by Mr. Beaven, 
and that it was being paid for out of 
the swing bridge funds. Remonstrances 
from Walkem, [Wilson] and all the 
other deceived supporters of the de- 
throned. Premier were of no avail; Mr. 
Beaven has shown his party that ho is 
the real head; that Walkem is nobody. 
Fastidious people may think that Mr. 
Ben.vpn hn« taken p. moan advantage of 
the trustfulness of Mr.Walkom and that 
there is usually honor even among 
thieves; that in point of fact it is rather 
a sneaking way of getting the upper- 
hand. But such arguments have no 
effect with Mr. Beaven; he goes in for 
winning his game and he cares not a lig 
how you blackguard him so long the 
victory rests with him. Now the ques- 
tion is, what is this victory to be? Will 
he take the Premiership dejure as well 
as de facto and, bo able to count on a 
majority? Walkem, from carelessness 
or indolence, has completely alienated 
his former servile following. Beaven 
has adroitly thrown all the onus for the 
bad measures of the last and previous 
sessions on Walkem, and the latter, in 
order to save himself, threw all the 
blame,, for the lack of patronage, on 
Beaven, who very willinglyacceptcd the 
blame, and at the same time the pat- 
ronage which he has been distributing 
to suit himself. It may, therefore, just 
happen that Beaven has been picking 
up strength whilst the others have been 
wrangling about the swing bridge and it 
may turn out to their great surprise that 
Beaven is master of the situation. Of 
courso the public can only have one opin- 
ion of Mr. Beaven, and that is not con- 
fidence in his political integrity. He 
may have admirers, but they are not to 
be found among political schemers. 
Tho other members for the city of Vic- 
toria no doubt have learned a lesson; it 
remains to be seen whether they will 
turn it to account. 



Killed by Wolves. — A Father 
and Four Sons Torn to Pieces. — In- 
telligence has just been received from 
Stafford county, Kansas, of the sad fate 
that recently befell Henry Frack, jr., 
and his four eldest sons. The five 
started on a gunning expedition one 
morning, leaving tho wife and younger 
children at home, promising to return 
in the evening. That cvoning and sev- 
eral others came without the hunters. 
Tho country is but sparsely settled, and 
some days elapsed before a search- 
party was secured. In a dense forest 
wero found the remains of the five men, 
about them every evidence of an in- 
tense struggle with tho wolves and wild 
cats that devoured them. Tho bodies 
wero horribly mutilated, and it was 
found that tho last cartridge had been 
exhausted in tho tight.
